Near a Serious Accident. 


An accident that in nine cases out 
of ten would have called for the servi­ 
ces of a coroner, happened in the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad yard here Wed­ 
nesday 
afternoon. 
Two 
hand-cars 
loaded with bridge gang men were 
passing through the 
town: Refugio 
Zavalla was occupying a position on 
the front of the leading car; when near 
the crossing Refugio fell off, the car 
passing over him. 
All those who w it­ 
nessed the accident thought Refugio’s 
existence on this mundane sphere had 
come to a sudden end, and Refugio evi­ 
dently shared in this opinion from the 
dismal groans he was letting forth. 
He was picked up by his compadres 
and carried to a physician who, afte r a 
careful examination, gave as his opin­ 
ion that while Refugio was severely 
bruised about the shoulders and hip-*, 
with # y e ra l lacerations, he did not re­ 
gard the injuries as serious, and Refu­ 
gio felt so much reassured bv the phy­ 
sician’s opinion that when it came time 
to leave the office he was able to go 
without assistance. 
The physician o r­ 
dered him to the railroad hospital in 
San Antonio for treatm ent as he said \ 
Refugio would be too sore for some j 
time to resume his duties as a member 1 
of the bridge gang.

condition in which I found the horse 
transportation and artillery are sure 
signs of the high morale that per­ 
meates all ranks. 
This is only what 
one could expect of a division which 
has such a fine fighting record. 
Arriving in France 
to­ 
wards the end of June, 1918, it under­ 
went, until the end of August, the us­ 
ual course of training behind the line. 
It was then placed in the Villers-on- 
Haye sector and there took part in tile 
St. Mihiel offensive where it attacked 
the strong positions on the Hindenburg 
line immediately to the west of the 
Moselle River. 
In these operations it 
was entirely successful, 
mopping up 
the Bois-des-Happen, occupying 
the 
town of Vilcy-sur-Trev, the Bois-de- 
Presle and the Foret-de Venchere, and 
advancing to a depth of 6 1-2 kilomet- 
■ era. 
On the night of October 21st the 
I division entered the Meuse-Argonne 
offensive, taking the town of Banthe 
Ville and the high ground north and 
northwest of 
that 
town. 
In 
the 
tremendous attack of November 1st. it 
continued its splendid record, piercing j 
the Freya Stoilung, 
crossing 
Abe 
Meuse and taking 14 villages in its 
very rapid advance. 
The Carriere 
Bois, the Bois-de-Raux. Hill 243 (the 
capture of which w as vital to the ad­ 
vance of the division on the left) and 
Hill 321 were the scenes of desperate 
fighting on the opening day of the at­ 
tack. 
On November 
2nd, 
Villers- 
devant-Dun was taken and the follow­ 
ing day the Bois-de-Montigny, Bois- 
de-Mont, Bois de-Sassey and the town 
of the Montigny-devant-Saasey 
were 
taken, a very deep and rapid advance 
being made. 
On the 4th, Hades wag 
occupied. 
By November 10th the In­ 
fantry had crossed the Meuse and the 
town of Mouzay was taken. 
The di­ 
vision was 
pressing the enemy hard 
at the time of the signing of the 
ai mistice. 
As part of the 3rd Army the division 
participated in the march into Ger­ 
many and the subsequent occupation 
of enemy territory. 
I am pleased to 
mention the excellent conduct of the 
men under these difficult circumstances 
as well as for their services rn battle. 
They are to the credit of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
I wish to express to each 
man my own appreciation of the splen­ 
did work that has been done and the 
assurance of my continued interest in 
his welfare.

It was maintained for the relief of 
travelers who were surprised by snow­ 
storms while crossing the pass.

St. Bernard dogs were used to find the 
frozen victims of the storms In the 
snowdrift«. 
They 
were 
specially 
trained for this work of relief and 
carried the first ald to the Injured In 
a little bosket attached to their col­ 
lars. 
These dogs rescued thousands 
of human beings, ninny of whom were 
of historic prominence. 
And for the 
first time In the history of this famous 
monastery the dogs, during the war, 
had to he slaughtered for want of food.

Aviator's Heart Enlarged. 
Doctors Etienne and Lamy of Nancy, 
France, have conducted a series of 
X ray examinations of the hearts of 
aviators and have found evidence of 
considerable enlargement. 
The heart 
enlargement sets in early In the fly­ 
ing man’s career, being noticeable 
after five months of experience In 
the air. 
The degree of enlargement 
Is roughly proportioned to the height 
at which the aviator Is accustomed 
to fly, so that simple examination of 
the X-ray plate suffices to determine 
a man's branch of flying service; 
whether* he la doing chasing and 
bombing work at high altitudes, or is 
engaged at harrying infantry, etc., at 
comparatively low altitudes. 
The enlargement seems to be sym­ 
metrical. and It does not appear to in­ 
volve serious trouble. 
It ie due to 
the heart’s adapting itself to the ex­ 
tra work put upon It by changes in 
the blood circulation because of the 
varying conditions hi the atmosphere 
through which the aviator file* and 
to the general happenings incident to 
aviation.

One of the first Japanese settlers In 
California was Kanae Nag* sa wa, the 
present owner of one of the largest 
wineries In the state.' In 1865 the then 
young Nagasawa was sent to Scotland 
for education, by the prince of Sat­ 
suma. 
While In Edinburgh he was 
befriended by a Mr. Harris, founder of 
a certain religious faith of high ideal­ 
ism. 
In 1868 Harris came to the 
United States to found an Ideal col­ 
ony. and Nagasawn accompanied him 
to New York, where he stayed for 
over ten years. 
When Harris estab­ 
lished a colony In Santa Rosa In 1880 
Nagasawa was his confidant and fel­ 
low pioneer. 
By his zeal and Industry 
he converted the wilderness Into a vine­ 
yard and today his wines command the 
highest prices in the markets of Lon­ 
don and Paris.

importation that is 
being 
rapidly 
spread, by the shipping of infested 
tubers and slips, over the entire sweet 
potato growing*srea of the state, 
lf 
your farm is infested you will know 
it by your inability to grow sound, 
wholesome potatoes, and there is little 
to be done when infestation is once 
established. 
The pest not only grows 
on the sweet potato, but all plants, 
such as the morning glory vine, be­ 
longing to the sweet potato family, 
are host plants for the pest. 
Protec­ 
tion, therefore, 
lies in 
preventive 
measures. 
Be sure in purchasing seed 
pototoes or slips for planting 
that 
they do not come from an infested 
art a. 
Then to make assurance doubly 
sure, the tubers might be fumigated 
thoroughly with carbon bisulfid. 
It is 
believed, alto that the danger may be 
lees&ened by planting only v»ne cut­ 
tings, cutting them as far from the 
root-stt m as practicable anddestroying 
the bed and the parent slips as soon as 
possible and before there has been 
any chance for infestation spreading 
to the field. 


Each recurring spring farm ers suffer 
heavy losses from cut-worm damage to 
early crops. 
Owing to th e cool, damp 
weather of the spring just passing the 
damage has been unually severe in 
many localities. 
And the pity of it is 
that much of this damage and loss 
could have been avoided had anything 
like proper remedial measures been 
applied in time. 
There are a score or 
more different kinds or varieties of 
cutworms, but their habits are so simi­ 
lar that the same remedial measures 
will be found effective in the treat­ 
ment of ail of them. 
The cut-worm is 
a voracious feeder and two methods of 
poisoning the pest have 
long 
bora 
proven 
efficacious. 
A 
poison bs it 
made in the proportiens of one pound 
of Paris Green or London Purple to 25 
pounds of wheat bran or middlings 
and this stirred into a well mixed, 
•tiff mash with a gallon of water in 
which a quart or two of cheap molasses 
has been dissolved, can be distributed 
where the worms are 
feeding, 
Of 
course farm animals and poultry must 
be kept from getting any of this bait. 
Where green clover or other tender 
vegetation of which the worms are 
fond can be had a very effective bait 
can be made by dipping apriga of thia 
vegetation in a poison solution made 
by mixing a third of a pound of Paris 
Green in a 50- gall, barrel of water and 
distributing where the worms 
are 
feeding. 
The cut-worm feeds at night 
and, therefore, these baits should be 
distributed late in the evening. 
As 
much depends upon beginning in time, 
and as cut worms usually oparate in 
restricted areas, farmers should mark 
such infested areas now so that they 
can Lake time by the forelock next 
season and begin baiting such areas 
before the crops have come up. 
E ter­ 
nal vigilance is the price of safety 
against this troublesome pest. 


lf about the time your melon vines 
begin to run, you observe a leaf be 
ginning to curl toward the under side 
the probabilities are th at they are in­ 
fested with that insidious pest 
the 
melon louse or aphis. 
This curling of 
leaves is caused by a mass of green­ 
ish, soft-bodied insects that 
attach 
themselves to the under side of the 
leaf and suck the sap from the leaves. 
Unless checked by some means the 
vines will be killed or so weakened in 
vitality as to fail to fruit. 
Badly in­ 
fested vines snouid be burned on the 
spot. 
But# where taken in time, be­ 
fore the leaves have become badly 
curled, thorough spraying as often as 
needed with a kerosene emulsion of 5 
to 8 per cent kerosene mixed with 
water in which one pound of whale oil 
soap to each five gallons of w ater has 
been dissolved will prove effective. 
This emulsion must be kept thorough­ 
ly mixed when being applied or the 
kerosene will injure 
t h e 
plants 
Nicotine solutions are also used suc­ 
cessfully in combatting this past. 
As 
the aphids must ba struck with the 
solution to be destroye I, and as they 
are attached to the undeiside of the 
leaves, the vines must be turned over 
or a sprayer with an underspray noz­ 
zle must be used.

Another pest that has done much 
damage to young cotton this spring is 
the garden 
web-worm 
This 
pest j 
usually 
makes its first 
appearance j 
among the young careless weeds in 
tile most fertile spots of the field. 
It 
feeds on the leaves of the weeds and 
the young cotton 
and 
soon webs 
itself up. 
Farm ers have been kniwn 
to adopt, With some degree of success, 
such heroic measur i i as dragging a 
brush over the infested area. 
Others 
have attached a brush or light chain 
to their cultivators in such a way as 
to knock the worms from the cotton 
as they cultivate the crop. 
But the 
quickest and most effective means of 
control is a prompt and
